Nesng under direct orders from 
“cult Attorney Harvey, with the 
sanction of the October grand jury, 
*atectives at 4 p. m. yesterday made 
simultaneous raids on three hand- 
Sooks and arrested $4 men. 

Heads of the Police Department 
had no part in directing the raid. The 
Circuit Attorney took the matter in 
his own hands after it had been shown 
the grand jury that handbooks were 
being operated in St. Louis without 
serious interference on the part of 
the police. 

The grand jury makes its final report 

today and it is expected that several in- 
dictments will be returned as a — of 
yesterday's raids. 
\ it is understood that Harvey and the 
grand jury discovered. that there was 
a clearing house for the handbook gam- 
blers in St. Louis County. There, by 
telegraph, entries, betting odds and race 
results were received by telegraph from 
the East and then telephoned to the 
handbook gambling rooms. 

Detective Before Grand Jury. 

Detective McKenna, head of the gam- 
bling squad, was called before the grand 
jury yesterday and questioned as to his 
knowledge of handbook operations in 
St. Louis, 

After testifying, McKenna received 
specific ..structions to raid Henry. (Kid) 
Becker's ‘ace at 211 Chestnut street. 
Detectives Lally and Kilker, who are 
expecially assigned to Harvey's office 
and do no other police duty, were de-

Fereced Way Into Room. 

At 211 Chestnut street, McKenna, Lal- 
ly and Kilker were denied admission 
to the pool room, which is on the fourth 
floor. They forced open the door and 
took nine prisoners. Among these were 
Becker, James Mulligan of 4846A St. 
Louis avenue; George W. LaBee, 1415 
Seuth Ewing avenue and Daniel Mur- 
phy, 211 Chestnut street. . The police 
accuse them of operating the handbook. 
The others taken were bettors. 

Frank Noble of 4525 Kennerly avenue 
and four other men were arrested at 
101 North Eighth street. At 1730 Olive 
street Fred Hall and 19 other men were 
afrested. 

All the bettors arrested in the raid 
were taken before the grand jury. Those 
accused of conducting the handbooks 
were placed in the Central District hold- 
over. After the witnesses had testi- 
fied they were released. Later the al- 
leged principals were permitted to give 
common law bonds to answer any 
charges that might be brought. 

TInguiry On Nearly Two Months. 
_« The present grand jury has been in- 
vestigating gambling conditions in St. 
Louis for nearly two months and has 
been especially interested in, discover- 
ing how handbooks have been able to 
operate despite the police.

Meyer had remained in the Thomp- 
son suite an hour and a half and 
showed no signs of departing, when 
Mrs. Thompson’s attorney, Walter 
Neun, arrived and advised that the 
judgment be paid.

IN GALE: CRUISER 
GOES ASHORE 


Most: of Crew Missing After 
Wreck Off Lizard—tLiner 
Calls for Help. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—The Norwegian 
eteamer Waterloo, of 1283 tons 
foundered at midnight off the Liz- 
ard, the most southern part of En- 
gland. Three persons were saved 
The others of the crew are missing. 

The Booth Steamship Co.’s liner 
Antony, bound from _ Liverpool for 
Para, has been disabled by the storm 
now sweeping over England and is in 
distress 50 miles north of the Lizard. 

The captain of a-local steamer re- 
ceived the signal “Want immedtate 
assistance,” but was unable to help 
the Antony, his own vessel being 
short of coal.

DEATH OF MARK, 
HIT BY MRS. RAE'S 
AUTO, ACCIDENT 


Verdict Rendered After Woman 
and Her Mether Testify 
at Inquest. 


SAYS SHE DROVE SLOWLY 


Controversy Arises Over Under- 
taker’s Action in Embalm- 
ing Body. 


Mrs. Edward D. Rae of 6186 Kings- 
bury avenue,’ testified today in the in- 
quest into the death Mac<, 
64 years old, of 5133 Washington pboulc- 
va>d, who was struck by her automobile 
Nov. 14. 


The jury’s verdict was that Marx’s 
déath was caused by lobar pneu- 
monia, following the fracture of four 
ribs in the left side, and that the 
case was one of accident. The accli- 
dent verdict will probably mean that 
no prosecution. will be undertaken, 
The Circuit Attorney’s office, before 
Marx’s death, declined to act on a 
charge of felonious wounding, 
by the police. Mrs. Rae went home 
after the verdict, 

Mrs. Rae was accompanied to the 
Coroner’s office by her husband, who 
is district agent of an insurance com- 
pany, her lawyer, T. D. Cannon, and 
her mother, Mrs. G. A. Steinwender, 
who was with her in the machine when 
the accident occurred, and who testi- 
fied after her. Mrs. Rae wore a blacx 
suit with green collar, a white cil 
Shirtwaist and a black hat with white 
plume, and a set of mink. She re- 
mained in Coroner Padberg’s office un- 
til her testimony was called for. 


Speed 12 Milex an Hour. 
She said she was driving east on Del- 


mar boulevard about 10 a. m., and that 
she had shortly before looked at her 
speedometer, which showed a speed of 
12 miles an hour, and that the speed 
lessened rather than increased before 
the accident. 

She said that, as she neared Academy 
avenue, a man “fairly jumped’’ from 
the curb in frent of her machine. ‘He 
must have been running for the car,” 
she said. She turned the car-toward the 
gutter, and said the man would not 
have been struck but for the fact 
that he, seeing the machine, jumped 
back in an ‘effort to reach the curb. 

Mra. Rae Sought Injured Man. 
Mrs. Rae testified that she stopp:-d 
her car and remained until the in- 
jured mca was placed in another auto- 
mobile, and that, cn the advice of an 
acquaintance who had stepped from a 
street car, she followed ithe other ma- 
chine. Losing sight of it, she-drove to 
the Jewish hospital and St. Luke’s 
Hospital, asking for the man. He was 
taken home, it developed later. 

Mrs. Steinwender, who uses an ear 
trumpet, had difficulty in understand 
ing the questions asked, and her testi- 
mony consisted of little more than the 
repeated statement, “It was an accident: 
we were going very slowly.” 

J. L. Grether and L. J. Kurtzeborn, 
passengers on the Delmar car which, it 
is supposed, Marx was trying to take 
testified that, in their opinion, Mrs. Race 
was running her machine 15 to 18 miles 
an hour. It fell behind the street car. 
then passed it as the car slowed down 
Grether said he saw Marx topple for- 
‘ward as the machine. struck him 
Kurtzeborn, who did not see the acci- 
dent, said that when he noticed the ma- 
chine at Clarendon avenue, a block west, 
‘Mrs. Rae was not looking directly 
ahead, but had her head slightly turned, 
talking to her mother. 

Ss. T. Able, a lawyer, testified that the 
machine ran not more than six feet 
beyond Marx after he was struck. it 
was Able who advised Mrs. Rae to 
follow the injured man to a_ hospital. 

Controversy Over Testimony. 

A controversy occurred, before the 
testimony of the direct witness, as to 
the action of H. H. Rindskopf, an un- 
dertaker, in embalming Marx’s body, 
and as to the delay of the attendinz 
physician, Dr. Gustav Lippmann, in 
notifying the Coroner. Marx died at 
10:50 p. m. Thursday, and thé Coro- 
ner was not notified until late Friday 
morning. 

Deputy Coroner Furlong asked the 
undertaker whether the embalming 
of the body would not make it im- 
possible to conduct a post-mortem 
examination, to determine the cause 
of death. Marx at one time suffered 
from diabetes, and it had been sug- 
gested that this, and not the injury 
and the resulting pneumonia, caused 
death. 

Marx carried accident insurance, 
and insurance company §representa- 
tives were interested listeners to this 
phase of the inquiry Some of the 
questions were ruled out, being 
of importance only in relation to the 
insurance end of the controversy. 

The undertaker said he embalmed the 
body only after Dr. Lippmann had toll 
him that he intended to issue. a burial 
certificate. Dr. Lippmann said he did 
tell the undertaker this, but that later 
he changed his mind and decided it was 
a Coroner's case.

Two. dark skinned citizens of St. 
Louis did some high rolling today for 
the edification of crowds along the 
way and a gallery that followed them 
like a dark cloud through nearly 10 
miles of city streets. 

Rolling car wheels is much harcer 
work than “rolling the bones,” but 
Jacob C. Bratton of 3030 Lawton ave- 
nue and I[Isatah Nelson of 2025 Clark 
avenue, never faltered as they kept 
uy their steady grind in the first “car 
wheel marathon” St. Louis ever saw. 

The contest was arranged to give 
publicity to a negro pageant to be 
held in the Coliseum next week. 


Wheels Weigh Over 500 Pounds. 
Rolling car wheels is no pastime for 


mnollycoddles. One of the wheels used 
in today’s contest weighed 555 pounds 
and the other weighed 565 pounds. The 
point in rolling a car wheel is to keep 
it rolling, for if it ever loses its mo- 
mentum and falls over the strength of 
a Herecules is needed to set it on edge 
again. 

The race started at the Locust 
street entrance to the Coliseum at 
Jefferson avenue and. the route was 
west to Beaumont street, north to 
Morgan street, east to Fourteenth 
street, north to Gay street, east to 
Twelfth street, north to Branch 
street, east to Ninth street, north to 
Salisbury street at the west approach 
of the McKinley bridge, and back to 
the Coliseum over the same route. 

Bratton weighs 220 pounds and Nelson 
175 pounds. Both are of gigantic fram. 
and their occupation is rolling wheeis 
at the American Car Foundry in Gran- 
ite City. At their daily toil they cover 
seven or eight miles a day piloting 
wheels around the factory and are con- 
sidered experts. 

Men Wear Knickerbeockers. 

Roth contestants wore knickerbockers 
and sweater coats, giving them a gro- 
tesque appearance which addes to the 
gaiety along the route. To protec? their 
hands which were in constant contact 
with the rolling wheels ta wore buck- 
skin gloves. 

The crowd, mostly of the same color 
as the contestants, had no difficulty in 
keeping up with the rollers until the 
top of a steep hill near Jefferson ave- 


‘nue and Morgan street was reached, 


Here the wheels seemed to fairly leap 
dewn the hill and Bratton and g@fclark 
fairly sprinted to keep up. with?rinem, 
leaving the gallery far behind. Suiere 
was a chance for the crowd to catch up 
a few minutes later when a steep up- 
grade was encountered. 

The short bie-" between Morgan an! 
| Gay street on Fourteenth street wus 
the only part of the route which was 
not paved with asphalt. Here there 
Were granite blocks which gave the 
contestants some trouble. Up to that 
time they had kept the wheels on ed re, 
but in this short block of cobblestones 
Bratton’s wheel ‘flopped’ three times 
and Neison's once. They set the wheels 
up unaided and proceeded on their wey 
cheered by the crowd. 


Safely Pass Bad Curve. 

From there until the end of the 
northbound lap of the race not an- 
other flop was recorded. At Twelfth 
and Branch streets there is a diffi- 
cult curve on the downgrade, but 
they executed this with skill, keeping 
the ponderous wheels on edge while 
on the run. 

It was 12:34 when 
brought their wheels back to the 
Coliseum and deposited them in a 
corner with no more noise than the 
ordinary man would make in placing 
a toothpick upon a feather pillow. 
Bratton was the winner by not more 
than four seconds and both men said 
they would keep on rolling al) after- 
noon ff Anyone would suggest an in- 
ducement. The winner will get a 
prize if the pageant yields a profit. 

The return trip from McKinley 
Bridge, where they halted for .1§ 
minutes, was very largely uphill and 
the rollers made three stops of three 
minutes each. Not one slip was made 
upon the return trip and the wheels 
kept rolling with the exception of the 
time they reclined against buildings 
during the short stopa.

While it is necessary to accept the evi- 
dence of all prisoners with caution, 
there is a change in the views expressed 
by some officers captured recently, 
which appears to be genuine.

by the enemy nor has there been any 
indefinite indication of a lack of morale 
among the German troops. 

“The highways of Northern France 
are crowded’ with men responding to 
the various mobilization orders issued 
by the French Government.

creased, however, by the use of the 
hyperscope, an instrument which works 
very much like the periscope on a sub- 
marine. It permits an observer to look 
out over the top of a parapet without 
rasing his head above the trench.’’

Bettors Win and Lose Large Amounts i in Ba : sk- 
ing Participants in Variation of Old Pastime 
Operated Without Attempt at Concealment. 


Anyone desiring to hire a jockey need 
only go to the Rex pool and billiard 
room at 111 North Sixth street or to the 
Grand billiard hall at 26 North Sixth 


street to have his want quickly filled. 

It hag been a long time since thorough- 
bred horses kicked up the dust or 
picked up the mud in or around St. | 
Louis, yet there are still jockeys here. 
Most of them wouldn't know how to get 
on a horse, but that doesn’t make them 
any less efficient, for the track on which 
these modern jockeys practice is the 
green baize surface of a pool table and | 
the whip they use to make thelr excit- 
ing finishes is a billiard cue, 

In the two billiard rooms here men- 
tioned hundreds of dollars change 
hands every day in wagers on a game 
which has several variations, but which 
in all its forms is known as Kelly pool. 
The winnings and losses depend to a 
great extent on the skill or luck of the 
jockeys. These are professional and 
high!y trained pool players who play 
for anyone who engages their services 
and bets on the game, 

‘Jockey Gets Half if He Wins. 

If the jockey wins for the bettor he 
gets half the winnings. If he loses he 
gets nothing, but there is an unwritten 
law that so long as the jockey is play- 
ing, the “owner’’ must keep him sup- 
plied with cigarettes and buy him a 
drink whenever he asks for it. The 
drinks come up in dumbwaiters from 
saloons downstairs. 

At the Rex hall the table on which 
Kelly pool is played is the last table 
on the north side of the room, There 
is no attempt at concealment and the 
most casual visitor to the room would 
a: once note it, because of the crowd 
surrounding the table and the extra 
row of spectators’ seats provided pri- 
marily for the comfort of the bettors 
who hire the jockeys. 

Kelly pool players like that variation 
of the game most frequently played 
at the Rex. They say it gives them 
quicker action for their money than the 
original form of Kelly pool where the 
contest was apt to be long drawn out 
and besides it’s better for the house, 
which gets a percentage of the entrance 
money. The more games the more 
money. 

Presiding over the game is “Charley,” 
a tall, serious, highbrowed individual 
who looks as though he might have 
shone in the halls of learning if Fate 
had not sidetracked him into the halls 
of billiards. 

The game is about to start. For sev- 
eral minutes there have been hurried 
conferences between the “owners” in 
the spectators’ seats and the jockeys 
who are to play for them. Much money 
has changed hands in a semi-surrepti- 
tious way. There has been turning of 
backs, opening of fat wallets, and slip- 
ping of banknotes into eager hands. 
The money is up. They’re off! 

When Money Changes Hands. 

Charley, standing at the head of the 
table. shakes a leather bottle and deftly 
rolls to each of the players in turn a 
little ball with a number on it. The 
halls are numbered consecutively from 
iup. The uninitiated spectator jumps to 
the conclusion that the numbers on these 
balls are to determine the order in 
which the players shall shoot. This is 
true, but they serve another and larger 
purpose. 

Watching closely the observer will 
note that there is quick passing of 


money between the players after they 
have picked up the little balls and 
noted the numbers on them. Right here 
is where the element of gambling enters 
into the game before anyone has touched 

a ,pool ball with his cue and here is

At 3:4, about half an hour after his ar- 
rival, this young man opened his purse 
and showed its contents to one of the 
lockers-on.

No Attempt at Concealment. 
At the Grand billiard hal the Kelly 
»Foeol table is in the north room to the 
right of the staircase. It is near a win- 
dow overlovking Sixth street and the 
players and spectators gathered around 
the table can be seen from the strect. 
Here also there is no attempt to con- 
ceal the fact that a gambling game is 
in progress. On the wall is a sign: 
“Game open to any ordinary player.”’ 
The presiding genius and bottle shaker 
here is a tall, slim young man known az 
‘“Jake.”” The game is different and doex 
not afford such quick action as the on« 
at the Rex, 
Here the bottle is shaken twice—once 
to determine the order of shooting and 
decide the high and low ball bets; and 
ence to indicate which of the numbered 
pool balis each player must put-in the 
rocket to win. The player who first 
pockets the ball assigned to. him wins 
the stake. As at the Rex, 10 pool balls 
are set up when there are 10 or fewer 
piayers. If there are more than 
players the full rack of 15 balls is set up.

‘How the Bagleys Entered Feud. 

I. J. Bagley was foreman of the grand 
jury which indicted Mrs. Burell. Feel- 
ing arose between them and grew bitter- 
er each year. At that time the Bag- 
leys resided on a large plantation four 
miles from Walnut Ridge. I. J. Bagley 
was a large man, who had cleared more 
than 1500 acres of the finest Lawrence 
Gounty black land, and who, in time, 
became landlord over many farms. He 
nad four sons and one daughter, ‘I'he 
boys,accompanied their father on most 
of his trips to- town. All were ready 
fighters when occasion demanded action.

were returned today naming two po- 
lice officers and a former detective 
involved in the “graft”. confessions 
f\“Barney” Bertsche and the broth- 
ers, Frank and James Ryan.

The three confessions are said to

The report states: ; 

“The total amount due the 15 mem- 
bers of the Legislature for their per 
diem and mileage was $60,906.60. The total 
money drawn from the treasury as ex- 
penses of the Legislature was $160,000, 
making $100,000 of expenses outside the 
pay of members of both bodies for their 
services. 

Law Against Lobbying Urged. 

“Men of different political . parties 
under so-called employment from the 
same employer demand and receive large 
sums of money for their effort to control 
or influence legislation upon public bills. 
Such conduct is inimical to the very 
foundation of republican form of gov- 
ernment and ought to be prevented by 
severe legislation so far as legislation 
can affect it.’’

STRIGT-EGONOMY IN 
CONGRESS ADDRESS 


He Will Demand Elimination of 
Pork Barrels Owing to Loss 
of Revenue Due to War. 


By Wire From the Washington Bua- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Tha Post- 
Dispatch presents herewith a full and 
authentic forecast of the recommenda- 
tions which the President will soon 
make to Congress when he reads his 
address next Tuesday. 

He will urge that Congress adhere to 
the strictest economy, in authorizing 
Government expenditures. Stress will 
be laid on the fact that the Government 
is operating at the rate of $100,009,000 a 
year above its income, as a result of 
the Europe=n war and the consequent 
reduction in customs duties. It will 
be insisted that all appropriations that 
resemble pork barrels be eliminated and 
that a sincere attempt must be made to 
cut the running expenses of the nation's 
income. Attention will be called to the 
fact that the European war may last 
for some time and that the national 
revenues will be short until after the 
termination of the war. Congress will 
be reminded that it would be highly de- 
Sirable to reduce the Government ex- 
penses so that the war tax may be re- 
pealed without unnecessary delay. 

Would. Upbuild National Guard. 

The Congress will be advised that the 
country at present is undergoing a 
hysterical spasm concerning the state of 
the nation’s defense, but when the 
hysteria pusses off and the cold facts 
are presented the people will be 
sured in the knowledge that the army 
and navy are on a better war footing at 
present than thef¥ have been at any 
other time. It will be impressed on the 
Congress that it is highly undesirable 
at this time on account of the European 
cataclysm to give the national stage to 
jingoes, but that the naval and military 
programs should be carried forward ina 
consistent manner. While the President 
will not go into details conce*ning the 
need of the army and nayy, he will 
state that the nation’s safety in case of 
a great war will depend finally upon 
the volunteer army and the advisabil- 
iiv of affording every assistance to the 
upbuilding of the national guard in the 
various states will be suggested. The 
rrocess of upbuilding the militia may 
well be put forward gradually, it will be 
stated. While the present first line of 
cefense of the navy should be strength- 
ened by auxiliaries of various sorts, 
Congress will be reminded that the 
epening of the Panama Canal doubles 
the fighting value of the fleet. 

The passage of a bill in line with the 
convention, which will be cal- 
to insure safety at sea and to 
preserve the rights of sailors, will be 
urged. The Alexander bill, already 
passed by the House, will be acceptable, 
providing it is amended in several sec- 
tions, 

Will Urge Merchant Fleet, 

Congress will be urged to pass the 
ship purchase bill without delay. Point- 
ing out the crying demand for trans- 
urtation facilities to handle the South 
American trade, the President will stat¢ 
that it is the duty of the Government tu 
sttpply the vessels which individuals ap 
pear to be unwilling to finance unde. 
the American flag. 

The passage of a_ rural _credit bil! 
whereby the farmers of the country will 
be enabled to assist themselves in financ- 
ing their crops will be urged. Direct 
Gevernment of any sort will not be 
suggested, but it will 
that the Government afford an 
ruentality whereby farmers may be en 
ahled to avail themselves of benefits 
~imilar to those which business me 
generally expect from the operations of 
the Federal Reserve banks. 

The passage of the Philippine bill, al- 
ready passed by the House, and of th>* 
Conservation measures which  hav-« 
rassed the House also, will be urged. 
Tne President does not purpose to go 
into the questions resulting from the 
Furopean wer, nor wiil he ask for ad.- 
ditional legislation of any sort to meet 
the emergencies that have-varisen fro. 
the war. It is probable that at a late- 
day he may read a special address con 
cernimg the Mexican situation and cer 
tuin phases of the European war.

Traced by Letter to Alleged Confederate Cap- 
tured in St. Louis — Counterfeit 


Most Dangerous. 


Martin L, Hamman of Enid, Ok., 4s 
under arrest on the charge of manufac- 
turing the counterfeit $10 bank notes 
purporting to come from the Union Na- 
tional Bank of Chandler, Ok., which 
were passed on a number of St. Louis; 
ans within the last few weeks. ! 

Hamman’s arrest followed and result- 
eod from .that of Lee Odell, nickelodeon 
“handcuff king,”’ 
Union Station .Friday evening, Nov. 27. 
Odell was identified as the man who had 
passed ,the counterfeit bills. 

Odell’s. arrest resulted from an_article 
published in the Post-Dispatch Nov. 21, 
describing the counterfeits, Ceorge A. 
Nees, auditor in. the railroad depot at 
Bonne Terre, Mo., read the story, and 
was,on the lookout for the bogus bills. 
When he saw some of them in Odell’s 
possession, he telegraphed to St. Louis 
that Odell was on the train, and secret 
service men awaited him at. Union Sta-+ 
tion. 

After. Odell’'s arrest detectives found 
in his effects. a letter from. Okla- 
homa, in which he was warned to 
“stay out of the territory of the Post- 
Dispatch.” The same letter referred. to 
the writer's difficulties in making “fur- 
niture,”’ and particularly fn “painting” 
and drying it, owng to Mack of proper 
light and dry air. The writer told Odell 
that if he would work hard and dispose 
of the product sent to him they would 
both soon be “‘in the rocking chair’’ for 
the rest of their lives. 

$2000 Spurious Notes Found, 

Even with this evidence in hand it 
was slow work to get 
from Odell. Steve Connell, in charge 
of the secret service office in St. Louis, 
says Odell gave him no assistance. Fi- 
nally it was learned that he got the 
bills from Hamman, who had. been’ 
running small photograph galleries and 
harness shops in Oklahoma towns. Ham- 
man, accordin:. to the Secret Service 
Kureau records, has served a two-years’ 
prison term in Kansas -for “raising 
bills.” 

Connell ordered Hamman’s arrest. He 
was informed by a telegram last night

‘This warning was, addressed to 
Lee Odell, circulator of counterfeit

ALDEN LORING, field naturalist 
J to the Roosevelt expeditiqs®fo Af- 
Srica, makes a high bid for the 
Colonel’s Yaurels as a spinner of hunt- 
ing yarns in “African Adventure Sto- 
ries.’"” The Colonel, however, is a gen- 
erous sportsman and he shows it by writ- 
ing a pretty, if somewhat reserved, 
preface for Loring’s book.

HISTORICAL survey of the 100 
years of peace between the 
United States and Great Britain 
has been written by Prof. William 
Archibald Dunning ef Columbia Uni- 
versity. This work, really a memo- 
rial volume, is published under the 
title: “The British Empire and the 
Unitea States.”. Ome hundred years 
ago, by the signing of the treaty of 
Ghent, the War of 1812 was brought 
to a termination on Dec. 24, 1814. The 
author takes up the relations ex- 
isting between fhe two governments 
at that time, and deals with them up 

to the present moment. 

With Hurope now in the throes of 
war, it is well to have it brought to 
public attention that while the Treaty 
of Ghent left most of the great is- 
sues which produced the War of 1812 
unsettled, the United States and 
Great Britain adopted a policy of 
disarmament on the Great Lakes, 
which policy _has continued to exist, 
so that there is not now a warship 
on any of the Great Lakes, nor a fort 
of any kind on either side of the 
4000-mile stretch of the Canadian bor- 
der. There have been times when the 
diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Great Britain have 
been severely strained, and when 4 
carelessly spoken word might have 
brought about an armed conflict. But 
with consummate skill thes® two 
great Anglo-Saxon powers have been 
able to settle all international diffi- 
culties—even the aggravated Ala- 
bama affair of the Civil War, by 
diplomacy. In view of the failures 
of diplomacy to prevent the great 
European conflict, which is now be- 
ing fought with such destructive re- 
suits in Northern France, in Eastern 
Germany and Austria and Western 
Russia, and on the seas, Prof. Dun- 
ning’s survey is a valuable and inter- 
esting contribution, which shows that 
statesmen can effectively and satis- 
factorily settle international disputes 
by diplomacy and arbitration—even 
under the most adverse conditons— 
when those statesmen really and gen- 
uinely wish to prevent war. (Charles 


Scribners Sons.) 
A S$. Grant has been written by 
Gen. Charles King, the novelist. 
Gen. King has undertaken to picture 
the real life of the great military 
hero, whose work saved the Union 
by forcing the surrender of Lee <t 
Appomattox. His early life in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County is faithfully re- 
viewed. The biography, as Gen. King has 
writtten it, makes a highly interest- 
ing and entertaining addition to the 
many previously written.

Te question of improving credit fa- 
cilities for land owners and farm- 
ers is discussed in an exhaustive 

work entitled ‘‘Rural Credits,’’ by: My- 
ron T. Herrick, who recently resigned 
the post of Ambassador to France. 
Herrick, long known as an authority 
on financial problems in this country, 
has devoted much time during his stay 
abroad to a study of the systems of rur- 
al credits in European countries, which 
are much farther advanced in affording 
facilities to farmers than in this coun- 
try.

conflict, Prof. Will 8. Monroe’s work on 
“Bulgaria and Her People” is not only 
a very complete and capable discussion 
of the Bulgars, and incidentally of their 
neighbors, but is a timely contribution 
that will help toward an understanding 
of the phases of the war which affect 
the Balkan region. 

It is the first general book of travel 
and description, treating of the rejuve- 
vated Bulgarian kingdom, to be pub- 
lished in the English language. It 
treats of the geography, history, peo- 
ples, institutions, education, religion, 
commerce, art, music, literature and 
leading cities of Bulgaria and Mace- 
donia. There are special chapters which 
deal with the recent wars in the Balkans 
and the Balkan problems that figured in 
those conflicts and that were not solved 
ty all the bloodshed. Concerning the 
last war he speaks with knowledge, as 
he was in Bulgaria while it was going 
on. 

Monroe writes appreciatively of the 
Bulgars. Although he does not condone 
their faults nor the excesses committed 
by them in war, he finds them to have 
been greatly sinned against and greatly 
deserving of better things. Most of 
the charges of atrocities against Bul- 
garian soldiers, he declares, were false, 
while the barbarities committed by the 
Greeks and Serbs, he asserts, have 
shocked humanity. |

history, persecutions and aspirations, 
and is written with such stressing of 
the human side of the subject as to 
make it interesting as well as instruc- 
tive.

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GAS METER RENTAL CHARGE. 

With the Laclede Gas Co. about to decrease pro- 
duction cost by establishing a by-product plant 
and with gas in some American cities selling as 
low as 60 cents a thousand, the proposal to im- 
pose a minimum charge, or meter rental, of 50 
cents a month in St. Louis should have the studi- 
ous attention of the Pub:iic Service Commission. 
This sort of a charge is always obnoxious. The 
man who has used no gas at all resents being 
obliged to pay for metered nothing at a high rate. 
Tifty cents a month is at the rate of $6 a year, 
which is 6 per cent a year on $100. In other 
words, in instances where the company does not 
get meter rent out of gas consumed, the addi- 
tional charge it demands would absorb the earn- 
ings on $100 of such sums as the consumer may 
have out at interest. 

That is good rental for a gas meter. The com- 
mission should approve the charge only on a most 
eenvincing affirmative showing as to its reason- 
ableness. 
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FOR THE RIVER FRONT. 

Now that the Parkway seems assured, impatient 
municipal improvers are beginning to discuss river 
front betterments. And it is well they do go. 
St. Louis should lose no time developing a plan 
for that ‘work. 

No plan for river front improvement will be 
complete that considers merely beautification. 
That is important, but the first requisite is a 
down-to-the-minute equipment for transferring 
freight in bulk from ship to car—an equipment 
municipally owned, like the best of New York’s 
docks, like Hamburg’s mighty harbor, and Bre- 
men’s, and many another.

The British never could overtake him. After they 
had captured everybody else and announced that 
the war was all over and the two South African 
republics were destroyed, he kept up the fight for 
nearly two years more. 

With Germany's help he planned a few weeks 
ago to re-establish the two republics and hope- 
fully sent word to his old centaurs to rally. But 
he found that something had been happening since 
1902. Things that whirr in the air or purr along 
the ground had made his tactics of the veldt obso- 
lete—had made the cavalry tactics of 3000 years 
obsolete.

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TEACHERS’ DECEMBER PAY. 
A public echool teacher, claiming to represent a 
widespread sentiment among the teaching fra- 
ternity, says that the teachers must wait until 
Jan. 4, 1915, to receive the checks for salaries for 
the school month of December, carned by Dec. 25. 
The writer also says that the teachers are »m- 
pelled to sign receipts for their pay five days be- 
fcre the delivery of their checks. The inference 
is that the machinery of the finance department 
of the Board of Education moves so slow as to 
greatly inconvenience the teachers. 
It is a fact that-a large number of business 
louses, if not a majority, make a special effort to 
hurry the pay envelopes along about Christmas 
time.

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THE CHANCE FOR HOME-BUILDEBS. 
The award of an important contract in the 
building of ihe Missouri Athletic Association’s 
new clubhouse is said to have been made on the 
basis of prices 10 per cent under the average cost 
of constructive operations during many past 
months. The reduction is attributed to causes re- 
lated more cr less intimately with the war. 

If other contracts should show that materials 
at this reduction are likely to be available for 
some time to come, building will receive a decided 
impetus with the opening of spring. While an 
occasional season has shown a decline, general 
building costs have steadily advanced for more 
than a decade. The city home-builder has found 
after three or four years not only that his lot has 
shared at least to some degreggin the real estate 
appreciation of his town, but that his house 
could not be ciuplicated for what it cost him, and 
hence was saleable at an advanced figure.

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MINNESOTA’S MINIMUM WAGE. 
From the New York Globe. 

The text of the Minnesota decision 
enjoining the Minnesota minimum 
wage law has not come through, but 
it may be assumed that it is based 
on the assumption, so much abhorred 
by Judge Gaynor, that labor is prop- 
erty and that to regulate its sale is 
to take property without due process 
of law. 

The Minnesota minimum wage law 
is of the commission form; that is, 
the Legislatore, not fixing the wage 
scale itself, creates a commission to 
investigate and to establish a wage 
scale. Nor does the Mirmesota law 
apply to all workers, the jurisdiction 
of the commission being limited to 
women and to minors. It thus would 
seem that the Minnesota coum has 
taken the liberty of disagreeing with 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which in the famous opinion 
by Justice Brewer declared that wom- 
en and children’ were special favor- 
ites of the law and that legislation 


[ser their protection was valid that 


would be invalid if applied to men. 
That Judge Catlin, the Minnesota 
Judge who granted the injunction, ts 
afflicted with a prevailing judicial 
disease is shown by his remark that 
the “actual working of the law would 
be apt to increase immorality if mor- 
als are dependent on wages.” This is 
the utterance of a _ sociologist or 
economist rather than of a lawyer 
and a judge. When will our courts 
abandon efforts to decide sociological 
and economic questions that belongs 
to the Legislature? The courts usurp 
a function not belonging to them 
when they pass on what is good for 
either the morals or the material 
prosperity of the people. Judges who 
desire to influence thelr generation 
concerning such matterg should re- 
sign from the bench and seek an elec- 
tion to a Legislature or to Congress.
